JONES BILL PASSES
House Declares Itnrlf In Favor of

I'Mllipnlnc Independence.
WASHINGTON. October H..The

Philippine bill. Introduced by Reprcsen--1
tative .Jones, which dcclures the pur¬
pose of the United States to recognize
the Independence of the islands "as j
soon as a stable government can be
established there," passed the House
late to-day by a vote of 211 to 59. It
will not be considered In thc/Scnatc
at this session of Congress.

Five Republicans.. Representatives
Cooper, Davis, Diifon, Hrlest and
Rogers: four Progressives. Representa¬
tives Falconer, Chandler. Ruplo.v and
Thompson, of Illinois, and Representa¬
tive Farr, Progressive-Republican,
voted with the solid Democratic mem¬
bership for tho bill. Speaker Clark
also had his vote recorded for the
measure. Representative Bran, of
Washington. Progressive, voted against
it.

All efforts to amend the principles
of the bill failed. Republican oppon¬
ents charged that it was unwise and
misleading to the Filipino people.
An effort of the minority to engraft

upon It provisions for woman suffrageand prohibition failed. Attempts to
secure the neutralization of the islands
by international agreement pending in¬
dependence, and proposals to alter the
salary of the Governor-General, fixed
in the bill at $1S,000 a year, were
fruitless.
